“The Lancet,” in a recent article on “The Defense of 
Chitral,” pays a high compliment to the medical officers 
of the British Army in particular, and of other armies 
in general, that we feel sure will be pleasant reading 
for our own medical department, the members of which 
have so often given evidence of professional devotion to 
duty and of ultra professional gallantry and ability on 
the field when emergencies have arisen. “The Lancet” 
says: The coolness, courage and gallantry displayed by 
the medical officers who took part in the defense of 
Chitral form a decided refutation of the calumny that 
puts the army medical officer on a lower footing than 
his lay brother in arms. In times of war the role of the 
surgeon is to attend the wounded, but circumstances 
often compel him to act in the double capacity of fight- 
ing the human enemy as well as keeping at bay the 
enemy death. How well he has performed this double 
role is shown by the history of all modern campaigns, 
and no better example of his coolness, combined with 


that of the heroic feat performed by Surg.-Capt. Whit- 
church, when at the risk of his own life he rescued 
Capt. ird, who with his last breath ho that his 
gallant rescuer would not be forgotten. t was only 
natural that the dying Captain should be grateful for 
the services rendered by Surg.-Capt. Whitchurch, but 
when almost without exception military men and civil- 
ians speak of the deed as one of the bravest of the cen- 
tury nothing less than the honor of wearing upon his 
breast the medal whose legend is ‘For Valor’ can ade- 
quately reward Surg.-Capt. Whitchurch.”

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The Court of Claims is expected to dispose on Mon- 
day next of the question as to the right of retired offi- 
cots to practice before the court and the executive de- 
partments. The question arose on an ex parte motion 
to allow Col. William Winthrop, formerly Assistant 
Judge Advocate General of the Army, who was retired 
last August, to practice in the court. The court de- 
clined to allow Col. R. W. Tyler, a retired Army offi- 
cer, in 1883, to prosecute claims against the United 
States on the ground that retired Army officers were 
excluded from that privilege by section 5498, R. S., 
which says that no officer of the United States, or per- 
con holding any place of trust or profit, or discharging 
any official function under or in any connection with the 
executive department of the Government, shall appear 
as attorney in any claims against the United States. 
Col. Winthrop claims that this section does not apply to 
retired officers inasmuch as they are not in a position 
to connive at frauds against the United States or to 
compromise the Government in any way. 


The first annual report of Gen. Miles as General Com- 
manding is looked for with interest. It will devote 
much attention to the subject of sea coast defenses and 
will, it is understood, renew some of the recommenda- 
tions of the General as a division commander. Among 
these are the three battalion organizations, an increase 
of the pay of non-commissioned officers at least 50 per 
eont., the Ist Sergeant to have $50 a month. There 
seems to be a general impression around the War De- 
partment that the Secretary will consider this subject 
in his annual report and little doubt is felt that Con- 
cress will do something in the matter. It was stated 
some weeks ago in the “Journal” that a prominent Re- 
publican Senator had declared his intention to bring 
legislation of this character before the Senate when the 
session began and to push it, and it is known that he 
still adheres, and possibly more firmer than ever, to this 
determination. Other Senators are interested in the 
matter and it is believed that legislation will be enacted 
which will give relief to the non-commissioned branch 
of the service at least during the coming session. 


The War Department authorities are searching for 
rvacancies to accommodate in the neighborhood of eigh- 
tr-four 2d Lieutenants, and they must have them by 
next June or some of these young gentlemen will not 
he able to obtain commissions and others will have to 
he assigned to regiments as additional 2d Lieutenants. 
Fourteen vacancies are wanted now for the enlisted 
men and seventy for the West Point graduating class. 
There are two vacancies in prospect between now and 
next summer and there must be a large number of re- 
tirements or casualties to accommodate the class. A 
large number of young men are now entering the Army 
solely for the purpose of obtaining commissions, and 
with the passing of each year the classes will become 
larger until the list of successful candidates each fall 
will equal that of the West Point graduates. It is 
claimed that provision must be made for the West 
Point men. It has been suggested that vacancies up to 
a certain month during the winter be given to the men 
who have passed their examinations for commissions in 
the order of merit and that all vacancies created after 
that period shall be given to the West Point graduating 
It is probable that something will be done in 
this matter before very long.

The new Army Regulations are promised for next 
week. The volume is smaller than the old one, 230 
pages, with an index of 73 pages added. A note pre- 
ceeding the table of contents states that the drill regula- 
tions, the instruction for troops in campaign and the 
manuals and special regulations concerning the several 
staff departments, or particular branches of the service, 
will contain, besides extracts from general regulations. 
sich rules as have special application. Under the head 
of “Military Discipline” it is provided that attempts to 
influence legislation or to procure personal favors or 
consideration, except through military channels, will be 
noted in the military records of the offenders. Appoint- 
ments of aides by general officers must be approved by 
the Secretary, must be limited to officers serving with 
troops for at least three of the five years immediately 
preceding such appointment, and must be limited to four 
years with the privilege of extending this for not more 
than one year to cover the date of a general officer's 
retirement if desired. Military attachés are to be grant- 
ed allowances. Retired officers are to have the uniform 
of their actual or brevet rank without regimental num- 
her or corps or department insignia. An officer who has 
held a commission not brevet in the volunteer service 
may wear the uniform of his highest volunteer grade. 
Par. 80 provides that an officer on the active list who 
accepts or exercises the functions of a civilian shall 
thereby cease to be an officer. Considerable change is 
made by the new regulations in regard to purchases, 
bonds. money accountability and property accountabil- 
ity. There are some important changes in the regula- 
tions in regard to the Judge Advocate General’s depart- 
ment. These almost wholly deal with the new system 
of confining prisoners at posts and are the result of the 
breaking up of the Fort Leavenworth prison. Perma- 
nent quarters will be assigned to field and staff officers 
and sets of quarters to the Captains and Lieutenants of 
each company and these will not be subject to choice. 


The assignment will be made by a board of five senior 
officers subiect to the approval of the department com- 
mander. The Subsistence, Medical and Ordnance De- 
nartments are little affected by the new regulations. 
The regulations affecting the Pay Department, however. 
are sweeping and change entirely the system of paying 
of the Army. The “Journal” has already published the 





plan. Uniform regulations are omitted from the 
volume, but a paragraph is inserted stating that 
“the uniform and equipments of officers and enlisted 
men will be prescribed in special regulations published 
by authority of the Secretary of War.”

ORDNANCE NOTES. 

The battleship Indiana is to be fitted, in conformity 
with the recommendation of ay Evans, with ten of 
Lieut.

It has been determined by the Ordnance Department 
not to issue any of the Kriig-Jorgensen rifles to the cav- 
alry until a sufficient number has been assembled at the 
Springfield Armory to arm all the regiments of this arm 
of the service. t is expected that the issue will be 
made in the course of a few months. 


It has been claimed that the Driggs Co. had not suf- 
ficient plant to manufacture the guns uired for the 
Navy. The Driggs Ordnance Co. has in Philadelphia a 
lant established especially for the manufacture of the 
Yriggs-Schroder gun and costing in the neighborhood 
of $300,000, and easily capable of turning out the 100 
guns to be built at the Washington Navy Yard in less 
time than it would take the Government to do the work. 


Unless an alloy is secured capable of giving good re- 
sults, aluminum will not be used by the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department of the Army as a substitute for met- 
als now employed. For some time past this Depart- 
ment has been experimenting with aluminum, but so 
far has not obtained a product which could be adopted 
for Army use. The chief trouble seems to be due to 
the failure of those conducting the experiments to find 
an alloy which will so stiffen the white metal as to 
give it sufficient strength to withstand hard usage. 
The Ordnance Department of the Army is not meet- 
ing with much success in its aluminum experiments, 
but is bravely continuing its work and expects to ob- 
tain good results. 

A report has been received at the Ordnance Bureau 
ef the Navy Department stating that the breech plug of 
the 8-inch gun on board the U. S. S. Columbia split dur- 
ing target practice on Saturday last. This gun was 
adapted from a French invention by Lieut. Fletcher. 
The New York “Herald” thinks this accident a fortu- 
nate one, as no evil consequences resulted and it may 
save us from something worse. The breech mechanism 
of this gun, says the “Herald,” “‘was tried in competi- 
tion with two other similar devices. It was rated infe- 
rior to both and failed to meet the approval of the trial 
board. Nevertheless, the Ordnance evcan announced 
its intention to construct all rapid fire 5-inch, 6-inch and 
landing guns on this model. It is not too late for the 
bureau to reverse its decision in this matter, and it cer- 
tainly should do so.” 

Brig. Gen. Flagler, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
has returned to Washington after a visit to Frankfort 
Arsenal and the Sandy Hook Proving Ground. This is 
the first time Gen. Flagler has visited Frankfort Ar- 
senal for three years and while there he made a careful 
inspection of the plant. It is his intention to ask Secre- 
tary Lamont to recommend to Congress the appropria- 
tion of $52,000 with which he can convert one of the 
buildings at Frankfort into a manvfactory for metallic 
ammunition for field artillery. Gen. Flagler has hopes 
of getting fixed ammunition for the larger guns. Te 
says that, of course, the case will have to be separated 
from the shell, as the two together would make too 
great a weight to handle easily. With smokeless pow- 
der the weight of the case will be half as much as if it 
were filled with ordinary powder. Gen. Flagler has in- 
formed Brig. Gen. Craighill, Chief of the Engineer 
Corps, that he can supply him with rapid fire and 4.2- 
inch guns whenever he should desire them. He de- 
clines to state what types of these calibered guns have 
been adopted. 

Rear Adml. Bunce, commanding the North Atlantic 
Squadron, has made a report to the Navy Department 
on the action of smokeless powder furnished him by di- 
rection of the Ordnance Bureau. The squadron was 
supplied with 500 rounds for its 6-pounder guns. These 
charges were fired during target practice by the New 
York, Columbia, Minneapolis, Montgomery and Ra- 
leigh. Adml. Bunce says that the powder gives highly 
satisfactory results. But little smoke, he states, re- 
sulted from firing smokeless powder charges from the 
6-pounder guns, mounted on deck, it being of a bluish 
white color and rapidly dissipating, failing to obscure 
the target. Between decks, however, the smoke was as 
dense as that resulting from firing ordinary black pow- 
der. Capt. Sampson, Chief of the Ordnance Bureau, 
said that it was surprising that there should be so little 
smoke on deck and so much below, and he could only 
explain it by the fact that the air below was some- 
what denser and the smoke could not escape so rapidly. 
The primers are supplied with black powder, which may 
explain the matter. Adml. Bunce also stated that the 
primers in some forty or fifty cases missed fire. This is 
said to have been due to defective packing of the cart- 
ridge cases. It is the intention of Capt. Sampson to 
make every effort to obtain smokeless powder for the 
larger calibers of guns. Samples of this explosive up to 
8-inch calibers have been tested with good results, and 
the Newport naval station is making preparations for 
the manufacture of smokeless powder for the 13-inch 
guns. The Department is finding considerable difficulty 
in getting ordinary black powder for the 13-inch guns. 
Tt has been desirous of securing powder for this caliber 
which would give 2,100 feet per second velocity and 
less than 15 tons pressure. So far it has been unable 
to obtain a sample that would meet these requirements, 
although some days ago it accepted 100,000 pounds of 
black powder for the battleship Indiana which give 
2,058 feet per second velocity and met the pressure re- 
quirement. Experiments are now in progress with the 
black powder of this caliber, and it is expected that a 
satisfactory explosive will be obtained in the near fu- 
ture. 


Chief Engr. James H. Perry and P. A. Engr. Benja- 
min ©. Bryant have returned from the Great Lakes, 
where they made a round trip on board the lake steam- 
er Zenith City. The object of this trip was to test 
water tube boilers of this vessel, which are of the Bab- 
cock & Wilcox type, in order to make a comparison be- 
tween their operations and those of the Belleville coil 
heilers with which the Northwest, the sistership of the 
Zenith City, are fitted and which were tested by engi- 
neer officers some weeks ago. The Zenith City is es- 
sentially a freight boat, and not built for speed, as is 
the North West. The report of these officers on the 
Zenith City, which is now in course of preparation. will 
show that while the Bellville boilers on the North West 
have a frontage of 112 feet, the Babcock & Wilcox 
boilers of her sistership have only a 12-foot front. The 


coal consumption of the latter boilers is something like 
a ton and a quarter an hour, slightly less, it is said, 
than the Bellville boilers, and in other ways they are 
said to be more economical. 


It had been practically de- 


cided to adopt the Babcock & Wilcox boilers for use in 
three composite gunboats, contracts for which have just 
been awarded. One of the twin-screw gunboats to be 
built by the Union Iron Works, one of the boats to be 
built by the Bath Iron Works and the boat to be con- 
structed by Nixon will be fitted with water tube boilers. 


A correspondent of the “St. James’ Gazette” draws 
an alarming picture of the defenselessness of Vancou- 
ver’s Isle, which he declares could be taken with ease 
by a force of 1,500 men sent from Vladivostok. The 
defenses consist, as he describes them, of a score of 
sappers and the local volunteer force of artillery armed 
with obsolete weapons. A small fort is being con- 
structed, but there is not a single breech-loading or 
quick-firing gun mounted, and what has been done 
would be of more use to the attacking force than to the 
defenders, for it could be utilized after the place had 
been taken. 

The cruiser Cincinnati is doomed to remain at Ke 
West watching for filibusters for some time longer. 
report was received on Monday at the Navy part- 
ment from Capt. Johnson, commanding this vessel, 
stating that her boiler tubes were in bad condition and 
requesting that he be either ordered north to have the 
boilers retubed or that an extra supply of tubes be sent 
to him at Key West. The Department has decided 
that it will be advisable to retain the Cincinnati on fili- 
bustering patrol duty for some time longer, and has di- 
rected Engr.-in-Chief Melville to —_ a eupply of tubes 
to Key West. It is said that when the Cincinnati comes 
to New York she will be immediately fitted with new 
boiler tubes and that the work will be finished inside of 
three weeks. 


At the New York Navy Yard this week Paymr. J. P. 
Loomis has relieved Paymr. F. T. Arms on the 
Vermont, the latter having been assigned to duty with 
the General Storekeeper. Med. Inspr. T. N. Paneese 
has assumed charge of the Naval Hospital. The Maine, 
Capt. Crowninshield, sailed for Newport on Nov. 5. The 
Fern, Lieut. Comdr. Bicknell, was to leave the yard on 
Nov. 9 for the East. The Texas, Capt. Glass, is in the 
dry dock having her bottom painted and has excited a 
great deal of attention and favorable comment from her 
trim appearance. Her machinery is to be lined up and 
upon completion of this and some minor overhauling 
she will be ready for her steam trial. The ram Katah- 
din is still at the yard. The work on the new timber 
dry dock is progressing favorably and the fine weather 
greatly facilitates the work. The contractor having in 
charge the work of making a new entrance to the yard 
from Sands street has resumed operations after a delay 
of several weeks, said to be due to a misunderstanding 
of the specifications. 

Secretary Herbert has upheld Chief Naval Constr. 
Hichbern in his contention that no further penalties 
should be imposed upon shipbuilders. This is the re- 
sult of the consideration of this matter by the Board of 
Bureau Chiefs of the Navy Department. Capt. Samp- 
son wishes to fine them when they fail to furnish plans 
to armor manufacturers within a specified time, and 
Engr.-in-Chief Melville for overweight in hull construc- 
tion. The Chief Constructor urged that shipbuilders 
were now under three penalties—one for delay in com- 
pletion, one for deficiency in speed and one for over- 
weight of machinery. The Department had deprived 
the shipbuilder of the incentive formerly held out, of a 
bonus for excess speed, and if new penalties were now 
provided for he very sensibly concludes that it will be 
difficult to secure bids and would tend to discourage 
the shipbuilding industry. Secretary Herbert, after con- 
sidering the matter, finally rejected the propositions of 
the board. 

Rear Adml. Ramsay's interesting report, which we 
give this week, contains a statement giving, without 
comment, the cruising speeds made by vessels in com- 
mission during the past fiscal year and the speeds which 
they made on their trial trips. This was. the subject of 
a publication on Monday last comparing the two speeds 
and indicating that none of the ships could in actual 
service make much more than one-half their trial speed 
For example, the Philadelphia, with her record of 19,- 
678 knots, attained a maximum of 10.2, while the New- 
ark accomplished 8.7, instead of her rated 19 knots, and 
the Cushing 13 knots, with a record of 22.5. Such 
criticism overlooks the fact that the vessels, when not 
on special duty reauiring haste, cruise at their most 
economical speed. Rear Adml. Ramsay, as a uéual rule, 
ignores newspaper criticism, but he did not object, in 
this instance, to saying that instead of believing the 
vessels to be failures in the matter of speed, he held ex- 
actly the opposite opinion. “I think,” he said, “that 
every one of the ships in commission which has been 
mentioned as having made such a poor speed can equal 
its record speed whenever there is occasion for it. 

The Boston is assigned to the Asiatic station in order 
to relieve the Concord, which may, however, remain in 
the East a few months after the appearance of her re- 
lief. The Baltimore will remain until she has collected 
the officers and men whose terms of duty or enlistments 
have expired and will bring them home with her. The 
Charleston and Yorktown will be ordered home as soon 
as vessels can be found to relieve them, probably the 
Wilmington and Nashville, which are promised for next 
February but will not be ready to sail before summer. 

Notwithstanding Capt. Robley D. Evans’ request to 
the contrary, Secretary Herbert has ordered that sixty’ 
marines, under the command of a Captain and 2 Lieu- 
tenant, be assigned to the Indiana for great gun duty. 
The weapons are to be designated by the commanding 
officer of the battleship and the men are to be as far as 
possible under the orders of their own officers. The In- 
diana was designed to carry 100 marines, but Col. Hay- 
wood informed the Secretary that he could not spare 
this number. Capt. Evans stated positively that his 
only reason in asking that marines be not assigned to 
his vessel was lack of quarters,

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EFFECT OF THE KRAG-JORGENSEN 
BULLETS. 


In an article appearing in “The Journal of the Amer- 
iean Medical asueciation,” Chicago, Oct. 19, Maj. Al- 
fred C. Girard, Surg. U. 8. A., reports the effects of 
the Krig-Jorgensen rifle on the skull of the living, 
showing the fallacy of the “humane” theory on gunshot 
wounds from the modern rifle. The cuts appearing here,

“I saw the man a few minutes after he was shot. 
His breathing was stertorous; he was unconscious and 
death appeared to be only a question of minutes. A 
cursory examination revealed two bullet wounds. The 
entrance wound (he was running away when shot), 
was located in the upper occipital region of the skull, 
and that of exit in the forehead a little to the right of 
the centre. (Distance between rifle and victim ninety 
feet.) After passing through the man’s skull the ball 
went through a tree eight inches in diameter and buried 
itself in the ground two feet. The man died in half an 
hour. ; ca 

“Post-mortem was made the same night. The wound 
of entrance into the skin presented a round opening, 
without the appearance of scorching or blackening. 
‘The wound of exit in front was larger and more ragged. 
‘The integument was carefully dissected off and the 
bane of the top of the skull found extensively fract- 
ured, the parts being connected here and there by 
fascia. 

“On the calvarium being removed the surface of the 
dura mater presented a state of intense congestion. To 
the right of the longitudinal fissure it was torn through 
for a distance of about four inches, about one inch from 
and parallel to it. ; ; 

“On removal of the coverings the convolutions of the 
brain were made prominent by the engorged network of 
superficial veins. A furrow, corresponding to the injury 
of the dura, was ploughed through the right hemisphere, 
in the region of the superior frontal cenvolution, about 
half an inch deep. ‘The right lateral sinus appeared 
filled with blood serum; the left was normal. On sec- 
tion, the vessels of the brain were found engorged, but 
no other macroscopic injury of a prominent nature was 
apparent. - a 

“After removal of the brain the cribriform plate ex- 





hibited comminuted fracture; one or two slight fissures 
in the petrons and squamous portion of the temporal 
bone, otherwise the bone was intact. 

“The skull cap presented the following injuries, viz., 
at the site of the entrance of the bullet, one-half inch 
above and to the right of the junction of the occipital 
and right parietal bones, an oval perforation 1x% inch, 
the edges shelving inward. Trom this opening there 
radiated the following fractures: (These are indicated 
in the cuts.) 

“The wound of exit, two inches in front of the cor- 
onal suture and one inch to the right of the median 
iine, was pyriform, one and a half inches long at its 
greatest diameter, three-eighths of an inch wide, the 
edges more ragged. It communicated with the coronal 
suture by three fractures, with the orbital ridge by two, 
and thence with the horizontal breaks. 

“Death was evidently caused by concussion, as no 
vital parts of the brain were injured, and the hemer- 
rhage was not considerable. 

“The bullet was recovered and showed but a. slight 
indentation; the openings, considering the pulverization 
of bone in the immediate vicinity of the impact were 
small. We had clearly what is called an explosive ef 
fect. 

“Theories, such as the effect of powder gases, heat 
ing of the bullet, have generally been abandoned, 
‘There was no deformation of the bullet or lateral im- 
pact, which might increase the striking surface. . . . 
“The defect at the place of impact is small, but the 
lateral motion was such that the skull was raised from 
its base by the horizontal fractures, and as this did, 
epparently, not suffice to linat the motion, the upper 
fragments were torn from their fascial connection. In 
addition to this direct expansive effect on the bone of 
the skull there is the hydrostatic result of rapid com 
pression ©f the semi-fluid brain mass, confined in it. 
The molecules of liquids are readily displaced and a 
yreater effect will be produced in them by a relatively 
smaller velocity, and with high velocity it is enormous. 

“It must be understood that the small caliber has not 
introduced the explosive effect, but owing to the higher 
velocity and consequently greater impact with a lesser 
diameter it has extended the zone of explosive effect, al- 
ways observed in large caliber projectiles, as long as 
they are moving under high velocity. 

“We may therefore give the following resumé of this 
ease: a direct impact under the highest kind of velocity, 
without deformation of the bullet, small hole of en- 
trance and exit of the bone, with extended stellate and 


circumferential fracture of the skull, partly due to di- 
rect impact, partly to lateral expansive motion, and 
partly to the hydrostatic effect of compression of the 
semi-fluid brain by the bullet, with disruption at the 
place of least resistance. 

“The base of the skull was not affected by the hy- 





drostatic pressure because the dome was already weak- 
ened by the expansive effect of the direct impact, as 
shown by the longitudinal fractures and their branches. 

“When the first experiments with the small caliber 
gun were made it was found that occasionally the epi- 
physis of a bone showed an almost clean perforation, 
and the rash conclusion was drawn that the new class 
of weapons, instead of shattering the bones and tear- 
ing the flesh, would make almost a punctured wound; 
therein they would be more humane. 

“The main fallacy in these experiments was that they 
were made on dry bones, in which the cancellated tissue 
of the epiphysis readily gave way to the lateral effect 
and thus the explosive result did not occur. In all ex- 
periments on fresh bones, and on bony cavities filled 
with a pulp resembling brain matter, the explosive ac- 
tion was manifest, as it has been found in the practical 
exhibit of the case under consideration.” 

We may add to what is said by Maj. Girard that Mr. 
Thomson, who has written a work on the Chitral cam- 
peign, says: “The net result of the observations made 
seems to be this: at a very short range of 200 or 300 
yards the bullet has a sort of explosive action, and in 
flicts a large and jagged wound, not merely splintering 


a bone when it comes into contact with it, but abso 
lutely pulverizing it. At a medium range it makes a 
small clean wound, in one case boring a small hole 


clean through the bone without splintering it at all; 
and at a long range it again makes a bad wound, the 
wound at the place of exit being much larger and more 
jagged than at the place of entrance. On the whole, 
the Lee-Metford bullet does not seem to give very satis- 
factory results. It cannot be depended upon to stop a 
man in his charge, for the wound it inflicts is often in 
significant. On the other hand, it sometimes produces a 
very terrible wound, almost like that of an explosive 
bullet.” 


SPANISH GUNBOATS FOR CUBA. 


Messrs. James & George Thomson (Limited), of Clyde- 
bank, Glasgow, are about to deliver seven gunboats to 
the Spanish Government, which are interesting as havy- 
ing been built under exceptional pressure for the pur- 
pose of taking part in the suppression of the rebellion 
in Cuba. The names of the vessels are as follows: 
Herman Cortes, Pizarro, Vasco Nunez de_ Bal- 
boa, Diego Velazquez, Ponce de Leon, Alvyar- 
ado and Sandoval. ‘The vessels are not all of the same 
type, but have displacements ranging from 300 tons to 
100 tons, and the speeds range from 13 to 12 knots. 
The vessels are being delivered fully armed with quick- 
firing guns of the Maxim type, the largest gun having 
a caliber of 3 inches and firing a shot ef 14 pounds in 
weight. The contract for the vessels was signed on 
July 11; the first vessel was launched on Aug. 24, and 
the last of the seven on Sept. 26. The first, the Hernan 
Cortes, was ready for delivery on Sept. 11, and the 
whole seven gunboats were completed on Oct. 1, or ten 
days within the contract time. Owing to the interven- 
ing of the Glasgow Fair holidays from July 11 to July 
22, the actual construction of the Hernan Cortes was 
not commenced until the 22d. The vessel was there- 
fore constructed in forty-five working days, or little over 
seven weeks. The company accepted the work under 
heavy penalties, but have easily met all the require- 
ments of the contract; nor has this work been expedited 
at the expense of the other ships under construction.— 


SABER AND REVOLVER. 


Ames, Nov. 1, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal 
Many consider the saber, a weapon still dear to the 
cavalryman, perhaps more from the brilliant memories 
that linger with it than for its real usefuiness, as of no 
further use upon the modern battle field, and that the 
pistol is to take its place, and that future fields will 
tind our cavalry charging the enemy, relying upon its 
fire to repulse and drive him from the field. 
To make this use of the pistol possible we must have 
u weapon suitable for this purpose, one that can be re- 
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loaded during the rapid movements of the horse and 
without danger of the loss of ammunition from drop 
ping it. A detachable magazine, something like the 


Remington-Lee gun, seems to be the form most desirable 
on account of the readiness with which the magazine 
can be applied, making it easy of manipulation upon 
horseback. Such a pistol would enable cavalry to have 
confidence in the power of their weapon for offensive or 
defensive use, and then, perhaps, the saber can be given 
up, but the present weapon is too difficult to load when 
mounted to make the cavalryman feel the confidence in 
his arm he should to be an efficient soldier without the 
saber for emergencies. Respectfully, 
JAMES RUSH LINCOLN, Insp.

“Wherever experiments have been made in Europe to 
ascertain the value of fire from mounted troops the 
conclusions have been against it. The Russians for a 
considerable time clung to the notion that great exeeu- 
tion could be done by firing from horseback, but they 
were in the end obliged to give it up. Much better aim 
can be taken with a carbine than with a revolver, and 
yet it is found that to produce any appreciable effect 
the men must dismount before firing. The difficulty of 
hitting your target when on foot is so vastly increased 
when the unstable and shifting platform of a horse’s 
back is substituted that it becomes a mere matter of 
accident. There may be some reasonableness in Maj. 
Hall’s suggestion, but it will strike most readers as just 
a little wild, and British soldiers, ‘as at present ad- 
vised,’ would not be disposed to accept it without re- 
serve.

Wilkinson, Capt. U. 8. 2 Of him it says: “He is as 
well known in St. Paul almost as any of its citizens, 
and as well liked. He is a soldier, a citizen, a dignified 
oflicer, and in the more refined sense of the term ‘a good, 
genial fellow.’” It quotes a letter written by Gen. J. D. 
Cox and “cheerfully” endorsed by Gen. W. 'T, Sherman, 
saying of Maj. Wilkinson at the time he was trans- 
ferred to the regular service: “I have rarely met an of- 
ficer whose intelligent devotion to duty, purity of char- 
acter, adaptation for military service were more marked. 
I regard him as an eminently fit gentleman to be re- 
tained in the military service, especially as he has sub- 
stantially recovered from injuries received in the field, 
which for a time removed him from active duties.’” 
Some of the stirring incidents of Maj. Wilkinson's ca- 
reer are reported, including the services at Clearwater, 
Idaho, July 11 and 12, 1872, which secured his brevet.

horn when the collapse came. It is full of chromatic 
intricacies and is usually rendered on the violoncello.

“My Dear Hauschild: I am a lifelong musician, but my 
eyes have never looked upon the barytone virtuoso who 
could play the above. If such a one lives I long to see 
him.”

In compliance with law, upon his own application, and un- 
der provisions of 8. O. No. 249, A. G. O., 1895, Ist Sergt. 
Albert W. James, Co. D, bth Inf., has been placed upon 
the retired list of the Army. 

It is proper to make a brief mention of the services of 
such a man, covering years memorable in the history of our 
country. Upon the breaking out of the War of the Re- 
bellion Sergt. James enlisted in Co. D, 4th Wisconsin Cay. 
Volunteers, and served continuously from May 24, 1861, up 
to June 8, 1865. During this period his services were gal- 
lant and oftentimes extremely hazardous, as he was en- 
gaged on special duty as courier and scout, with all the 
danger that the latter term in time of war implies. He was 
under fire off Newport News, Va., on board the Constitution 
March 6, 1862; engaged in Butler's expedition, assisting in 
cutting the cable across the en River below Fort 
Jackson, La., reaching New Orleans May 4, 1862; proceeded 
to Vicksburg with the Farragut expedition, taking part in 
the siege to July 4, 1862; battle of Baton Rouge Aug. 5, 
1862. In spring of 1863 proceeded from New Orleans, sery- 
ing in the forces at Port Hudson, and engaged in the siege 
and assaults upon that place, and its subsequent surrender 
in July, 1863. From this time until the close of the war he 
served as scout and courier. Upon his discharge, as there 
were others who had performed similar service, Gen. Canby 
published the following order: ‘‘Headquarters Division 
West of the Mississippi, 8S. O. No. 66.—These men were em- 
ployed habitually as scouts and frequently as spys, and all 
of them have been in rebel camps or posts in disguise or 
rebel uniform. They were employed for this special sery- 
ice and assured that they should not be subject to the 
hazard of being captured by returning them to their regi- 
ments after their special service had terminated.."’ In the 
regular Army Sergt. James has served continuously from 
Oct. 39, 1873, up to the present time, rising to the grades 
of Corporal, Sergeant and ist Sergeant. Fifteen years of 
this service were in Co. B, 8th Cay. He was engaged in 
campaigns against hostile Indians, in 1874 and 1875, on 
Staked Plains of Texas, under Gen. Miles; in 1876 in New 
Mexico, under Capt. McCleave; in Texas, 1876, 1877 and 
1S78, under Gen. McKenzie and Col. Shafter. Sergt. James 
first showed his personal courage in a fight with indians, 
when he only 15 years of age, at the mouth of the Wiscon- 
sin River in 1848. In all of his services he has displayed 
courage, intelligence and fidelity; in time of peace his honors 
have been great, winning for himself the grade of a dis- 
tinguished marksman and entitled to wear the medals of all 
grades. In leaving the service to go upon the retired list 
Sergt. James carries with him the best wishes of every 
man in the company, of the officers of the regiment, and 
particularly of those officers in the company in which his 
services terminated.

INFANTRY AND CAVALRY SCHOOL. 

The bicycle has made its appearance in the tactical ex- 
ercises of the Infantry and Cavalry School. The infantry 
command under the student officers was established as an 
outpost on Sheridan's Drive. Capt. Wagner sent out a 
cyclist patrol of six men, under Lieut. Weeks, to “The 
Frenchman's” to observe the Atcheson pike and the Kick- 
apoo road. The patrol started out in the regular formation 
ot an infantry patrol, and, while scarcely more visible than 
an infantry patrol, moved with the celerity of cavalry, car- 
rying messages a mile and five-eighths in from ten to twelve 
minutes, though a portion of the ground was so hilly as to 
make walking necessary. Subsequently a cyclist patrol, 
under Lieut. Mearns, did excellent service in watching an 
advancing force, the wheels being easily hidden in the brush- 
wood, while the patrol remained in concealment. 





THE NEW RIFLE. 

Gen. Flagler has encouraged the making of reports to him 
of any defects in the new rifles, and he has received a 
large number from company commanders in regard to target 
practice of their commands, and their conclusions are very 
interesting and have proven of value to the Ordnance De- 
partment. Capt. James Fornance, commanding Co. F, 13th 
lnf., considers that ‘“‘on the whole the gua is an excellent 
oue for a magazine rifle.’ He says that the new rifles are 
not uniformly sighted, though they shoot well when their 
error is ascertained, the wind having much less effect than 
on the .45 caliber bullet. The magazine did not work well 
in sume cases with the first cartridge, it being necessary 
tu jar it in position. Lieut. W. N. Hughes, 13th Inf., com- 
manding Co. A, in a report om the target practice of that 
command, also found fault with the sight. “‘However,”’ he 
says, “some excellent shooting was done, notably two pos- 
sivie scores at 500 yards, a 24 and a 23, and several 22's 
were made at 600 yards. At 8UU yards a Ist Sergeaut und 
byt. Russel each made 24 on their first five shots, though, 
as a rule, the best scores were made after 20 or 3U shots 
had been tired at the ravge. At first a great many car- 
tridges failed to explode, but it was soon demonstrated that 
the failure was not caused by defective primers, but was 
due to the men failing to push the bolt-handle down after 
loading as far as it was intended to go. This was found to 
be principally the case at 50U yards, where the prone posi- 
tion is required and where the men had large fingers or 
Were accustomed to pull with two fingers, they frequently 
uncousciously slightly raised the handie aud caused tne car- 
tridge to miss fire. in every instance where the bolt-handie 
wus in its proper place, the cartridge exploded, just two 
cartridges tailing to explode after repeated eifforts.’’ Ke- 
ports trom the Vepartment of the Texas refer to the rup- 
ture of some of the cartridge cases in firing. To correct this 
it has been decided to substitute the ‘solid head’’ shell for 
the preseut shell, Capt. Alfred Reynolds, commanding Co. A, 
2uth lnuf., reports that “if the new rifle could be furnished 
with a new rear sight, which would admit of small adjust- 
ment for wind, it would in the hands of an ordinary shot 
make good scores. Others of the company commanders of 
the 2Uin luf. express satisfaction with the new rifle, noting, 
however, the detects observed by officers in the Department 
of Texas and elsewhere who haye tired the new rilie to any 
extent. The company commanders of the 2Uth Inf. report 
sume dissatisfaction at the length of the ramrod. In re- 
gard to this complaint, it is said by ordnance experts that 
the rod is suflicientliy long for a cleaning rod, but that some 
cure must be taken in the method employed in its use. 

The defects above mentioned are all which have been 
brought tv the attention of the department. They are be- 
ing inquired into, and, as bas been stated, are in some in- 
stunces being corrected. Gen. Flagler has directed the con- 
tinuation of experiments with a view to making improve- 
ments. He is very much pleased with the work it has sv 
far performed. The Kriig-Jorgensen will not however be 
supplied with a wind guage, though there are complaints of 
fuiiure in target practice for want of it. While there is no 
doubt that better scores can be made at target practice with 
it, it is held that it is not adapted for service conditions 
and rapid skirmishing and that the men should be trained 
fur the conditions of tleld duty. In firing there will seldom 
be time or inclination to notice the direction and force of 
the wind and adjust the wind-gauge accordingly, aud even 
with plenty of time and under no excitement it is argued 
that there are few who can estimate the particular amount 
of windage necessary when firing at an object at an un- 
known distance. The present flat trajectory will allow only 
au error in estimating the distance, and if this error is 
made and the wind-gauge moved so as to correct for the 
wind at the estimated distance there will be as much of an 
error laterally as before. To correct this error provided the 
striking of the shot can be observed, either the rear sight 
or the direction of the line of sight must be moved. Most 
of the firing in active service will have to be done at moy- 
ing objects. Complaint has been made that the sights are 
nut uniformly graduated. Experiments are being made at 
the Springtieid Armory to correct this error, and new sights 
will ve issued to the Army as soon as the error has been 
fuund and corrected.

The first of the series of officers’ hops, held on Tuesday 
evening, Oct. 29, opened the season very auspiciously. The 
efforts of the committee on arrangements were rewarded 
with success, and the affair passed off delightfully. The at- 
tendance was large, the presence of the brides, Mrs. Traub 
and Mrs. Morrow, lending additional interest to the occa- 
sion.

In a scrimmage 
for the ball Prince, who was under the struggling mass 
of players, was struck by an unknown Assaeese player, 
who fell on the small of his back with both knees. 
When the ball was put in play again it was discovered 
that Prince could not rise and he was carried off the 
field. An examination showed two floating ribs on his 
left side were broken and internal injuries inflicted. 
He was sick for some time, but after he was graduated 
in June, 1892, and had —< his regiment, it was 
thought all danger from his injuries was past. But 
while exercising in the post gymnasium, Fort Omaha, 
eight months ago, be again .—— the old pains. 
He returned to his home in Bloomington, Ill., where 
the family physician pronounced his sickness a result 
of the injuries received in the football game of 1892. 
Lieut. Prince was the recognized leader of his regi- 
ment in everything pertaining to athletics. He leaves 
a widow and a child only a few weeks old. 


The North Atlantic Squadron will sail for the Carib- 
bean Sea Dec. 14, there to carry out a programme of 
maneuvers to be yet agreed upon by Secretary Herbert 
and Rear Adml. Bunce, who will visit Washington for 
this purpose. The Secretary originally directed that the 
repair work on some of the vessels be completed, even 
if it required overtime, so that the squadron could get 
under way on Noy. 30. This delay is taken as an indi- 
eation that the occasion for haste, whatever it may 
have been, exists no longer. It is generally believed 
that Adml. Bunce will be directed not to let any of the 
ships under his command touch at Cuban ports, and 
that he will carry out an itinerary something like that 
originally planned for Adml. Meade’s fleet. he squad- 
ron will touch at La Guayra and ay Trinidad and 
may remain in those waters for some days. The Ra- 
leigh and Montgomery are undergoing repairs at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, the New York at Brooklyn, and 
the Columbia will probably be ordered to Norfolk to 
obtain a new 8-inch gun in place of the one which was 
injured during target practice on Saturday last. The 
cruiser Maine will go to Newport, where she will re- 
ceive a supply of torpedoes, and will undergo an in- 
spection by the Board of Inspection and Survey about 
the 15th inst., after which she will be assigned to the 
North Atlantic Squadrog. When the inspection of the 
Maine has been finished the Texas will be inspected by 
the Board and will also be assigned to the North Atlan: 
tic Squadron. Rear Adml. Bunce will then have at his 
disposal seven vessels for naval maneuvering pu : 
the New York (his flagship), Columbia, Minneapolis, Ra- 
leigh, Montgnenety. Maine and Texas. These vessels 
will compose his fleet during the cruise in Southern wa-

As a result of the examination which has just been 
concluded at the Army Medical Museum in Washing- 
ton five young men are to be appointed Assistant Sur- 
geons in the Army. Three of these gentlemen will be 
rominated to existing vacancies. They are T. J. Fitz- 
patrick, born in Virginia, but appointed from Pennsy]- 
vania, who passed No. 1 in the examination; John 
Hamilton Stone, born and appointed from the District 
of Columbia, who was No. 2 in the order of merit, and 
Irving M. Rand, appointed from Arkansas, who passed 
No. 3. The remaining two—P. C. Fauntleroy, of Vir- 
ginia, a grandson of Gen. Fauntleroy, and T. S. Wil- 
son, of the District of Columbia, who passed Nos. 4 
and 5 respectively, will be appointed to vacancies which 
will soon occur. The board which examined the forty- 
eight candidates for the Medical Corps was composed 
of Col. Charles H. Alden, Asst. Surg. Gen.; Maj. David 
L. Huntington and Maj. Charles Smart, Surgs. The 
five successful candidates will be ordered to report for 
instruction at the Army Medical School, which opens 


Nov. 18. The faculty of this school has been changed 
recently. It is now composed of Col. Charles H. Alden, 
Asst. Surg. Gen., president of the faculty and lecturer 


on the duties of medical officers; Lieut. Col. William H. 
Forwood, Deputy Surg. Gen., professor of military sur- 
gery; Maj. Charles Smart, Surg., professor of military 
hygiene; Maj. D. L. Huntington, Surg., professor of 
military medicine and director of the chemical labora- 
tory; Capt. Walter Reed, Asst. Surg., professor of clini- 
cal and sanitary microscopy and director of the patho- 
logical laboratory; Capt. IF’. R. Kiefer, Asst. Surg., as- 
sistant to professor of military surgery and instructor 
in Hospital Corps drill. It is expected that after the 
tive successful candidates are provided for that 
more vacancy will occur this year, due to the retirement 
in December of Maj. Richard S. Vickery. This va- 
cancy will be allowed to remain unfilled until next fall, 
when another examination of candidates for admission 
into the corps will be held. Instructions have been sent 
to a number of post Commanders to examine certain 
enlisted men for assignment as Acting Hospital Stew- 
ards, There are now about twenty applicants for thesé

FRENCH IN MADAGASCAR. 


line of the French 


THE 

We give here a map showing the 
advance in Madagascar from the Port of Majunga, 
where the invaders landed, to the Hova capital. After 
reaching as far as Amboterana the French were chiefly 
occupied in road making and taking care of the sick and 


dead. From Ambotorana to Tananarive the march 
was a series of minor engagements, and the French 
could advance only by taking height after height. There 


was lively skirmishing Sept. 28 and 29 by both the ad- 
vance and rear guards which brought Gen. Duschene’s 
columns to Hafy. On the 30, after silencing the advance 
batteries of the enemy, the French occupied the heights 
of Andrainarive and those to the north of Tananarive, 
their forces being divided into two columns, Gen. Voyra 
commanding the right and Gen. Metzinger the left. The 





batteries directed at the palace and those on the north 
of the city opened fire about 2 o’clock P. M., and after 
an hour’s bombardment the French were about to ad- 
vance with six assaulting columns, when a white flag 
was hoisted on the Hova palace and a deputation under 
a flag of truce appeared to surrender the city. The 
French troops took possession at 6 o’clock, and the next 
day, Oct. 30, Gen. Duschene made his formal entry. 
Negotiations for peace were at once opened and a formal 
treaty signed before night. The French loss in the at- 
tack on Tananarive was seven men killed, four officers 
and about fifty men wounded, though, according to Gen, 
Duschene, the Hova positions were strongly held. The 
landing of the French expedition at Majunga was de- 
layed for some weeks owing to some want of harmony 
between the military and naval officers concerning the 
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building of a wharf. A confusion of counsel seems to 
have characterized the inception of the expedition, 
which does not appear to be wholly forgotten in the mo- 





ment of success. We spell the Madagascar names as 
they appear on the map. 
In the telegram of congratulation from the French 


Government to Gen. Duschene he was informed that a 
proposition would be laid before Parliament for the crea- 
tion of a Madagascar medal to be given to all of his 
troops. “Ia France Militaire” calls attention to the 
fact that there is already a French colonial medal de- 
signed to reward military service during war in the col- 
onies or in countries under French protection. An addi- 
tional bar is to be affixed to the medal for each new act 
of distinction, and our contemporary suggests that in- 
stead of making a new medal for Madagascar the pres- 
ent colonial medal should be awarded for services in the 
African island. 

A solemn “Te Deum” was chanted in Notre Dame 
Oct. 23 by order of the Archbishop of Paris in honor of 
the victors of Tananarive and their comrades who fell 
by the way. 
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“AMERICA FOR THE AMERICANS.” 

The letter published last week under the heading, 
“How Our Northwest Boundary Was Determined,” is 
written by a retired officer of our Army who is thor- 
oughly familiar with the circumstances he describes. It 
is a timely contribution to current discussions, for Eng- 
land is still pressing extravagant claims to boundary 
rights on this side of the Atlantic. Her method of se- 
curing What she desires is by claiming everything and 
conceding nothing, trusting that out of the contention 
she will get something more than is her due, if not all 
that she demands. No doubt such demands are honestly 
urged, for it is characteristic of the English mind to un- 
deryalue all claims to right that do not work to the ad- 
vantage of an Englishman. We have just had a con- 
spicuous illustration of this in the action of Lord Dun- 
raven and English yachtsman in the matter of the in- 
ternational races, 





Mr. Rose, who appears to have some 
seuse of fairness, has been so overwhelmed by the tide of 
British criticism that he has been forced to reconsider 
his determination to enter for a new race against the 
Defender. In the case of our Northwestern boundary, 
is our well-informed correspondent shows, Great Britain 
succeeded in securing the valuable island of Vancouver 
by persistence in claiming what did not belong to her. 
rhe argument against dividing Vancouver Island should 
have told, not in favor of the foreigner, but of the na- 
tive at home upon this continent. England appears to 
he pursuing the same line of policy in Venezuela. To 
what extent our interference in that matter shouid go is 
not easy to determine, but we should at least make it 
clear that our sympathies are with any American power 
isserting its right to territory on this side of the Atlan- 
lic. No American power makes any claim to European 
territory, and every European nation holding possessions 
upon this side of the water should be treated as an in- 
terloper, entitled to only so much as it can show the 
clearest possible title to. It should also be made plain 
that it can obtain no more here except through the right 
of conquest. If England and Spain would withdraw 
from this continent the principal causes of contention 
which threaten us with war would disappear from our 
diplomacy. While it is, of course, not practicable to ac- 
complish such a result immediately, it is in itself a re- 
sult so desirable that it should never be lost sight of. It 
vus a great mistake to submit our right to the Bering 
ea fisheries to arbitration. That our forbearance in 
that iustanee has stimulated further claims is shown by 
the policy now being pursued by England with reference 
to the boundary of Alaska. <A portion of the territory 
Which we obtained through the friendship of Russia we 
re in danger of losing if we admit the subject to dis- 
through the persistent determination of Great 
Britain to limit, so far as she can, the sphere of our in- 
fence on the Continent, where, according to all the tra- 
(itions of her own policy, we should be left in absolute 
control, Every argument ever used by England in favor 
of the domination of superior races in this case makes 
igainst her. It is time that the talk of English fairness 
itd English friendship should cease, so far as it may be 
issumed to enter as a factor into any discussion con- 
cerhing the extension of English territory in the western 
hemisphere, The assertion of further rights of control 
lere should be treated as in itself an act of unfriendli-

The “Army and Navy Gazette” asks of Englishmen 
Whether “it is worth while considering by diplomatists 
Whether the policy of irritating the great powers as well 
48 the smaller ones is wise.” It adds: ““We read in the 
Papers daily that there is almost a consensus now on 
“le point—dislike to England. In China the anti-En- 
‘lish feeling we are told is intense. We know that we 
“re not particularly loved in France or in Russia, and 
that in Austria and in Germany we are regarded as fo- 







menters of trouble. The American States are not by 
any means friendly; the Porte regards the occupation of 
Egypt as an outrage on its sovereignty; and, in fact, at 
the present moment England is not particularly in high 
favor in the world—all of which means that we must 
be prepared io defend our head with our own right 
hand when the time comes.” If it be not impertinent 
we should like to ask our contemporary how it would 
do to try the policy of justice and fair dealing with 
other nations. We desire in this country to continue 
on good terms with England, but to enable us to do so 
it is necessary for England to consider her action with 
reference to this continent as she would were our posi- 
tions reversed. 

Infinite mischief is done by papers like the New York 
“Evening Post,” which invite aggression from England 
by misleading British statesmen concerning public opin- 
ion in this country. It was the doughfaces of the North 
who misled the South to its ruin by creating a false im- 
pression as to lack of spirit in the North, which such 
men as William Tecumseh Sherman and others like him 
found it impossible to correct. Whatever may be 
thought as to this fact, there is a growing sentiment of 
hostility among the American people toward England. 
It results from the dispute concerning our seal fisheries, 
from disgust with England's arbitrary action in the Co- 
rinto affair, the attempt to grab another slice of our 
Northwestern territory, and from the injustice shown to- 
ward Venezuela. It would be foolish to ignore this 
feeling, and still more foolish to ascribe it, as the blind 
“Post” does, to mere jingoism or Fenian hostility. The 
expression of true American sentiment is not found in 
the columns of the “Evening Post,” nor among those 
who dwell at ease in the great cities of the East. 

The difficulty with England in 1846, described by our 
correspondent, was the result of our weak concessions 
to her demands. Had we insisted on carrying the 49th 
parallel straight to the sea no trouble would have arisen, 
but when England grabbed all we gave her, without so 
much as a “thank you, ma’am,” and wanted more, there 
were threats of war which were only quieted by the in- 
tervention of the German Emperor as referee. While 
our Anglomaniacs are engrossed in the admiration of 
English aristocracy, and our religious classes are to 
some extent misled by Exeter Hall sentiment, the great 
mass of the American people are viewing with growing 
distrust the disposition of England to intermeddle with 
the affairs of this continent. No one desires difficulty 
with the mother country, but it is to be avoided, not by 
undue concession, but by a vigorous assertion of our 
just claims to supremacy on this continent. If we 
choose to leave our neighbors to work out their own 
salvation, we are not willing that our forbearance 
should be accepted as an excuse for foreign intermed- 
dling. England seeks the friendship of America; Amer- 
ica desires the good will of England; to maintain the 
comity between these two great powers, 80 much to be 
desired, each should keep well within the bounds of its 
own domain. In the control of the great Indian Penin- 
sula, of Egypt and South Africa, and the maintenance 
of the Empire she already holds elsewhere, England will 
find all the occupation she needs. We shall not disturb 
her abroad, but our motto should be “America for the 
Americans.” 


GUNS FOR NAVY AND ARMY. 
Secretary Herbert has decided not to consider the 
protest of the Driggs Ordnance Co. in the matter of the 
adoption for the naval service of the Fletcher mech- 
anism which pronounced unsatisfactory by 
the naval board testing it. The Secretary proposes to 
also apply the Fletcher mechanism to field guns. The 
officers of the Navy Department are, of course, in the best 
position to understand what the necessities of this par- 
ticular case may be, but we have always consistently 
opposed any line of action which was ealculated to re- 
duce us to absolute dependence upon Government work- 
shops for war material. It would be impossible for them 
to supply it in sufficient quantities to meet an emer- 
gency. If we are to continue forever at peace we do 
not need even our present national workshops, and they 
might as well be devoted to the manufacture of agri- 
cultural implements. When we do need their work we 
shall also require far greater facilities for supplying the 
equipment for an army and navy. It should, there- 
fore, be the policy of the departments of the Govern- 
ment whose business it is te provide for the contingen- 
cies of war to encourage in every possible way the de- 
velopment of industries which they must look to for ad- 
litional supplies in time of battle. 

It will take nearly a year to obtain the 10,000 Lee 
guns ordered for the Navy, and that from a factory 
capable of turning out 1,000 stand of arms in a day, 
were all of its resources devoted to the manufacture 
of a given arm. Eight or ten months will be occupied 
in preparing to commence work on the Lee, and this 
loss of time would be serious in case of war. It is for- 
tunate that the Navy has had an opportunity to put 
the Winchester Co. in a position to answer future calls 
for the Lee gun. At the close of our last war we had 
in this country arms manufaccories capable, taken to- 
gether, of supplying a brigade with guns every day in 
the week. ‘These have now all gone out of the busi- 
ness of manufacturing military rifles, and all the guns 
of modern type which we have in store for arming the 
hundreds of thousands we talk so glibly about, are not 
yet sufficient to provide fer even our little army of 
regulars. 

We observe that the authorities of the Army and 
Navy are discussing the question as to whether they

should give the Kriig-Jorgensen or the Lee to the Na- 
tional Guard and the Militia, or whether they should 
give one to the soldiers and the other to the sailors. 
The probabilities point to the selection of the Lee by 
the commission appointed to choose a magazine gun for 
the State of New York. It would certainly be wise to 
provide the State with guns of a uniform type. It is a 
serious reflection upon both the War and Navy Depart- 
ment that they cannot unite upon a choice of weapons, 
and the President will do far greater service by com- 
pelling them to agree as to this than he can by hatcheling 
some officer because he has the faults of a fighting man. 
That work of discipline, however conscientiously it may 
be performed, will be undone by some succeeding exec- 
utive, while the work of securing uniformity in guns 
throughout the United States and all arms of the serv- 
ice will be of lasting benefit. 

The suggestion has been made that a board ap- 
pointed to pass upon the comparative tests of the two 
weapons, and that as a result of it the superior weapon 
be adoped for the and for their auxiliaries. 
There is no doubt that such a plan would meet with 
approval from both Army and Navy officers. The mi- 
litia officers are anxious that they be supplied 
with the best weapon available, and they take quite as 
much interest in the subject. The only objection that 
could be urged against this plan would be the expense 
incident upon the adoption of one type. But this is of 
less importance than uniformity in such a matter, and 
we would not have too many guns, even were we to set 
aside some of those already made as a reserve. When 
the Springfields are finally rejected they could be altered 
to the standard caliber at no great expense and kept in 
store for a case of need. In this way we should be able 
to supply in part the demand for arms which will spring 
up the moment we have any use for guns at all, and 
which we are making po adequate provision to supply. 

Our ordnance officers should be kept strictly within 
the limitations of their proper sphere, and should not be 
suffered to carry their professional zeal so far as to in- 
terfere with the proper and uniform arming of our na 
tional forces. It is impossible to present a single argu- 
mont in favor of giving a magazine gun of one caliber to 
the Army and another to the Navy, and pride of opin- 
ion on one side or the other should be set aside to se- 
cure uniformity. 

Again, we should establish an artillery post at Sandy 
Hlook, Fort Hancock, as it is now called. Artillery offi- 
cers and troops should be detailed in turn from the va- 
rious regiments to this post, so that they can familiar- 
ize themselves with the modern guns on trial there. It 
will do our ordnance officers no harm, and it may do 
them great good, to be brought into constant contact 
with the men behind the gun, who, as it is, have no op- 
portunity to acquaint themselves with the guns they 
are expected to use, and are not allowed to express an 
opinion concerning what these guns should be. How 
many of our artillery oflicers have any knowledge of 
modern artillery? With the best of disposition toward 
the Ordnance Department, we see it kept 
within its sphere, and its tendency to develop into a 
close corporation suppressed. Its present chief is much 
broader-minded than his predecessor in office, and with 
a liberal-minded General in command we hope to see a 
co-operation between headquarters and the ordnance of- 
fice which will greatly increase the popularity of our 
ordnance officers without diminishing their efliciency. 
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Although three more weeks must pass before Con- 
gress assembles, naval officers are making preparations 
to bring to its attention a bill for the reorganization of 
the service. The annual meeting of the line of the 
Navy has been called for Nov. 23 in Washington. The 
main purpose of the session will be to decide upon some 
measure for submission to the naval committees of the 
House and Senate, which will not be opposed by either 
the younger or older members of the line or by the staff 
corps. It is recognized that it will be a_ difli- 
cult task to obtain such a measure, but sev- 
eral officers are working industriously on  propo- 
sitions that have been favorably considered by 
brother oflicers at the Capital, and these will 
be presented to the attention of the meeting. From them 
a measure would be obtained, it is hoped, which will 
have a fair show of getting through Congress. Little 
doubt is felt by naval officers that Representative Bou- 
telle, of Maine, will be the chairman of the naval com- 
mittee of the House, in which event they expect that 
legislation will be enacted at this session which will 
eliminate many of the present undesirable features of a 
naval career. Mr. Boutelle has been an ardent advyo- 
cate of an efficient service and he fully recognizes the 
advantage of inaugurating a system of promotion by 
which officers of age and experience may fill the higher 
grades when they are now occupying subordinate posi- 
tions in the lower grades. It is recognized that in or- 
der to obtain effective reorganization there must be 
united action. Unfortunately, as a result of the battle 
for legislation of this character during the last Con- 
gress a great deal of bitterness has sprung up between 
the young men and the older line officers, who claim 
that their youthful colleagues, in order to facilitate ac- 
tion on measures which they had presented to the at- 
tention of the naval committee, made efforts to con- 
vince the committee that they were useless timber 
which should be gotten rid of, no matter how. At the 
meeting Nov. 23 an effort will be made to harmonize 
the two factions so that the line of the service may act 
together in the coming fight for reorganization. Presi- 
dent Cleveland is expected to repeat the suggestion in 
his last annual message that the naval personnel be re- 
organized, and it is understood that Secretary Herbeit 
in his annual report will refer to the desirability of 
such action and in all probability present some plan for 
the consideration of Congress, 

The staff corps of the Navy are also making prepara- 
tions in anticipation of legislation of a reorganization 
character during the coming session. Officers of these 
corps are, like those of the line, drafting measures 
which will be presented to the House and Senate naval 
committees when they have organized. High hopes are 
entertained that Congress will do something for the per- 
sonnel, and it will not be for lack of work on the part 
of naval officers that legislation is not enacted in their 
behalf during the coming on.

Some members of the French Budget Committee are 
desirous of effecting a saving by abolishing the Hotel 
des Invalides. Gen. Zurlinden, War Minister, has hot- 
ly opposed the project. 

The defenseless condition of the coasts of the United 
States is a subject to which considerable space is given 
in the report of Maj.

It is whispered in the London service clubs that there 
is considerable difference of opinion between the views 
of Lord Wolseley and the Government as to the precise 
limits that should be placed to the powers of the for- 
mer as Commander-in-Chief under the new conditions. 

As the result of the extraordinary prevalence of 
toothache among the British officers serving in the 
Chitral campaign Sir Robert Low has, as the Bombay 
“Gazette” learns, advised the Government on all fu- 
ture expeditions to appoint a regular staff of dentists un- 
der a brigade dentist Major General. 

The Germans have just gotten around to the system 
of signalling by flags introduced into our Army over 
thirty years ago by Gen. Myer. The French have not 
yet adopted it, and the Paris “Figaro” has recently pro- 
voked considerable laughter by expressing wonderment 
and perplexity at the adoption by Germany of a myste- 
rious system of flag-signalling for military purposes. 

Secretary Herbert has announced his decision as to 
the award of contracts for the six composite gunboats, 
the construction of which was authorized by the last 
Congress. Two of the boats, those of the twin screw 
type, will be built by the Union Iron Works, two of the 
single serew boats will be constructed by the Bath Iron 
Works, one by Lewis Nixon, of the Crescent Shipbuild- 
ing Co., of Elizabethport, N. J., and the remaining 
boat by John Dialogue & Son, of Camden, N. J. Al- 
though the Detroit al Dock Co. was the lowest bid- 
der on these boats, the Secretary decided to reject its 
bid on account of the international agreement of 1817. 
‘The President has sustained the Secretary in his de- 
cision. 


ANNUAL REPORTS OF THE NAVY. 
NAVAL BUREAU OF ORDNANCBR. 


The Chief of the Naval Bureau of Ordnance asks for 

457,984 for the year ending June 30, 1897. 

the 539 guns of all calibres from 4-inch to 13-inch 
thus far ordered, 379 have been completed and 308 are 
already afloat. No change has been made in the gep- 
eral system of gun construction. The wire-wound Sys- 
tem seems to have grown somewhat in favor abroad 
during the last year, and the English have put into 
service a 12-inch wire-wound gun which is said to be of 
higher power and yet lighter than the previous mode}, 

The bureau is of opinion that the advantages claimed 
are not sufficient to warrant the substitution of the 
wire-wound or any other system of gun construction gt 
present known for that now in use. 

The wisdom of adopting the 13-inch gun has been 
proven by its piercing one of the side armor plates of 
the Iowa, which was more than a match for the 12-inch 
gun. An improved gas check has been added to the 13- 
inch and 12-inch guns and the latest 8-inch gun. Ajj 
10-inch guns authorized have been completed. The 8. 
inch guns for the Iowa and Brooklyn have been delayed 
by failure of contractors to furnish suitable forgings, 
‘Those for the other vessels building are completed. The 
experimental nickel steel 8-inch is unfinished. The 
Hurst system has been tried and proven worthless from 
a practical point of view. 

The bureau is satisfied that it can obtain higher ye. 
locities with equal projectile weights in a single-charge 
gun of one-half the weight of the Hurst gun, at the 
same time dispensing with the complicated and imprac- 
ticable paraphernalia of the re-enforce cartridge. 

All 6-inch guns of ordinary type have been completed, 
The Fletcher breech mechanism has been adopted for 
the 6-inch R. F. guns, after test at the Naval Proving 
Ground, and six of these guns are well advanced in 
construction. It is proposed to convert the ordinary 
type 6-inch guns into rapid-firing guns as rapidly as cir- 
cumstances permit, beginning with the twenty Mark II. 
guns now on board the Chicago, Boston and Atlanta. 
Work has already been begun on the eight 6-inch guns 
of the Chicago. 

_All 5-inch guns previously ordered being practically 
finished, twenty more sets of forgings have n or- 
dered, and these guns will be fitted with the Fletcher 
breech mechanism. 

No 4inch R. F. guns have been made during the 
year, owing to difficulty in obtaining completely satis- 
factory forgings. Ten new sets of forgings for this 
calibre have been ordered, and these guns will be fitted 
with the Fletcher breech mechanism. The difference 
between the Dashiell and Fletcher breech mechanisms 
is not so great as to require men to have experience in 
handling each in order to work it efficiently, both sys- 
tems using the slotted-screw breech plug. The Fletcher 
system seems to have the advantage in a less number 
of parts and greater power of extraction, but, on the 
other hand, the Dashiell system has had considerable 
test in service, and appears to be very efficient. While 
adopting the Fletcher system for the 6-inch caliber on 
account of its greater power of extraction, the bureau 
has decided to give the test of service use to this sys- 
tem in a small number of 4-inch and 5-inch guns before 
deciding which mechanism shall be adopted for future 
guns of each caliber. 

The 3-inch field gun with Fletcher breech mechanism 
has been further tested and improved during the year, 
and the bureau has decided to adopt this gun for land- 
ing and boat service.

Driggs guns for the secondary batteries have been or- 
dered and completed. The recommendation that a re- 
serve of 10 per cent. of guns in excess of those actually 
needed is renewed. 

No satisfactory powder for the 13-inch guns has yet 
been obtained. ‘The bureau has reduced its require- 
ments for this and the 12-inch powder to 2,000 ft. s. 
muzzle velocity and 15 tons pressure. The difficulty of 
obtaining a satisfactory brown powder for the larger 
calibres, as well as the many inconveniences attendant 
upon the use of brown powder, emphasize the import- 
ance of developing a smokeless powder for all calibers. 
Five hundred rounds of 6-pounder ammunition loaded 
with smokeless powder has been put on board the ships 
of the North Atlantic Squadron for use in target prac- 
tice. The problem of securing uniform ballistic results 
has been solved, but time is required to determine the 
question of stability. Nitro-glycerin powders have 
proven unreliable, and the bureau considers that the re- 
sults which it has obtained from its own pure gun-cot- 
ton powder in the small arm are as good as can be rea- 
sonably expected, and it proposes to adopt this powder 
for service use, with the requirement of 2,450 foot-sec- 
onds velocity and not over 45,000 pounds per square 
inch pressure. Both powder companies stand ready tu 
undertake the manufacture of smokeless powder upon 
the bureau's plans, and it is expected to place orders for 
this powder with them in the near future. 

With the type hydraulic gun carriages on the Mon- 
terey the 10-inch guns were fired at the rate of 24 
minutes and the 12-inch guns at the rate of about 4 
minutes per round. This speed was the average of four 
shots from each gun, subject to the usual delays of 
waiting for orders to fire, etc., the ship being in a sea- 
way and the shots all carefully aimed. The telescopic 
sights have worked so satisfactorily that they will be 
— to all the R. F. guns in addition to the usual bar 
sight. 

An appropriation to provide a reserve of projectiles is 
asked for. 517,189 tons of armor have been delivered 
during the year, 486,773 tons Harveyized. The cou- 
tracts of June 1, 1887, with the Bethlehem Iron Co., 
and of Nov. 20, 1890, with the Carnegie Steel Co., have 
been completed, and the contracts of February and 
March, 1893, will be completed by July next. With the 
improvements in the plants it is believed the entire ar- 
mor for battleships 5 and 6, 7,800 tons, can easily be 
supplied in less than a year from the receipt of the 
plans. To keep these plants in operation it is regarded 
as most important, so long as the programme for the 
increase of the Navy remains uncompleted, that the au- 
thorization of additional armored ships be regular and 
continuous. The bureau disapproves of the propositiou 
to contract with the shipbuilder for the armor. The 
transfer of over $3,500,000 of Government money, with 
all the power it conveys over these institutions, to the 
hands of a private corporation can not but be regarded 
with alarm. It is moreover believed that the Depart- 
ment will have no difficulty in forcing the price of ar- 
mor down to a point allowing no more than a reason- 
able profit to the maker without jeopardizing the main- 
tenance of both establishments. The delays in the de- 
livery of armor is not chargeable to its manufacturers, 
who have shown great enterprise and vigor and have 
acted in the most liberal manner to the Government. 

It is recommended that in future contracts for the 
hull the shipbuilders be required to supply final detail 
plans of the armor in sufficient quantity and time to 
permit its proper and economical manufacture before be- 
ing required on the ship. It is also strongly recom- 
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nended that in future contracts it be expressly stipu- 
ted that the frames of turrets and barbettes be con- 
rructed to fit the armor after it shall have been re- 
ived, thus reducing the cost, weight and size of these 
jost expensive structures. The use of templates should 
forbidden. By doing away with barking and add- 
ng its weight to increased thickness of armor resist- 
nee would be increased. A board on armor belts has 
en appointed, those used being more costly and com- 
jicated than necessary. Experimental plates offered 
y the Carnegie Steel Co. for trial indicate the possibil- 
‘y of a decided gain in resistance. A decided advance 
as been made by this company with regard to the 
reatment of thick-faced, hardened plates, reducing its 
hickness by @ second forging. An experimental turret 
sto be built and tested. As the result of experiments 
till in progress it is expected to obtain a nickel steel 
jate of special composition and treatment equal in re- 
stance to the old plate and 17 per cent. lighter. Ex- 
rinents also show that the ballistic resistance of pro- 
ected decks can be greatly increased without altering 
heir character, A ballistic requirement should be in- 
orporated in the contract for them. : 
The steps taken to provide the Navy with the sea 
traight-pull rifle, with which our readers are familiar, 
re described and an argument for a small caliber gun 
s presented. The Springfield has a muzzle velocity of 
316 ft., a danger space of 405 yards, a_penetration in

NAVAL ACADEMY. 


The superintendent of the Naval Academy, Capt. Philip 
H. Cooper, presents an interesting report of the operations 
of the Academy during the year, his own term of service 
commencing Nov. 16, 1894, when Capt. Phythian was re- 
lieved. At the June examination the first engineer division 
had no failures; there was a loss of 12 per cent. in the first 
line division, 17 per cent. in the second and 10 per cent. 
in the third line divfSion, the number of cadets examined 
being 243. These losses were due to failures, there being no 
deaths or dismissals. The average age of those who failed, 
at the time they entered the Academy, was 18 years 5 
months, the mean age between the limits allowed to candi- 
dates being 17 years 6 months. But six of the above entered 
the Academy an an age less than the mean, the youngest of 
these having been nearly two years beyond the minimum 
upon entrance. This is one of the many arguments to prove 
that the limit of age permitted by law is too great, and it 
is to be earnestly hoped that the ages may be established 
between 15 and 17. Of the twenty-six above mentioned nine 
had previously failed and were admitted under a new per- 
mit—nearly 35 per cent. of total failures. Statistics could 
be given to show that a small percentage of those re-ad- 
mitted after having once failed succeed in meeting the re- 
quirements of the course, which shows the wisdom of the 
statute in force at the Military Academy by which the rec- 
ommendation of the Academic Board is necessary for the 
readmission of a rejected candidate. It is recommended 
that similar legislation may be sought for the Naval Acad- 
emy. Since 1882 there have been ninety cases of such fail- 
ures, some having returned a second and third time. 

Of the 4,320 admitted to the Academy since the somtnning 
873 are now in the active list of the Navy, 114 retired an 
240 are naval cadets. It is earnestly recommended that the 
act of Aug. 5, 1882, be so far modified that the selections for 
the various corps in the Navy may be made at the conclu- 
sion of the four years’ course at the Academy; that the 
surplus graduates may be at that time honorably discharged. 
There seems to be no argument in favor of the two years’ 
course afloat in an educational sense, and many arguments 
against it. Should it be deemed necessary to retain the six 
years’ course, the entire class upon leaving the Academy 
should be placed on board the same ship, subjected to sys- 
tematic training, and under a uniform rule of discipline. 
After a complete cruise of three years all ensigns should be 
sent back to the Naval aonteny to pursue a "oa 
course of one year, at the expiration of which a competi- 
tive examination will determine their relative positions upon 
the Navy list. 

“As a trainin oe for cadets the only merit possessed 
by the Monongahela is that the accommodations are excel- 
lent. But, being unhandy and unwieldy, the result is that 
in many respects wrong principles are taught, and there is 
little to be said in favor of continuing that vessel in this 
service, excepting the benefit of taking the cadets into a 
sea atmosphere. Seamanship cannot be taught alone by pre- 
cept, and it is impossible to create a lively interest without 
possessing suitable instruments. The Naval Academy should 
have two vessels of moderate size and so handy that prac- 
tice under way can be had throughout the year. These ves- 
sels should be of about 900 tons displacement, composite- 
built, bark-rigged sailing vessels, with no steam appliances 
on board. The quick judgment, the readiness of resource 
and the unfailing nerve required of our naval officers in the 
management of modern men-of-war can only be developed 
through the teaching of seamanship, and that on board sail- 
ing vessels. The argument that seamanship is no longer 
necessary in these days of steam and of mastless ships is a 
grievous mistake; but the art must be taught in youth. It 
should still be the foundation stone of this institution.” 

This thoroughly accords with the position we have always 
maintained in the ‘‘Journal.”’ 

Capt. Cooper further says: “The Academy should have of 
cutters a type of light boats, suitable to the age and weight 
of cadets, and of steamers, handy boats, uniform in size and 
speed, with the most modern type of engines and boilers. 
The disposition of late years has been to resort to athletic 
field games, and little inducement or encouragement to 
turn to the water. I should recommend that the cadets be 
given various types of sailing boats and racing shell, with 
the hope that there may be cultivated a disposition toward 
nautical sports, there being nowhere finer water privileges 
than at this place.’’ An appropriation is urged for a suffi- 
cient number of guns of from 6-inch caliber to the lowest 
used, to constitute plant for the Naval Academy. 

The provision for the accommodation of the cadets and 
for the pursuance of academic work is shown to be wholly 
inadequate, and it is hoped that Congress will be liberal in 
its appropriations for the rehabilitation of the Naval Acad- 
emy. 


NAVAL WAR COLLEGR. 


Capt. H. C. Taylor, U. 8S. N., in his report on the Naval 
War College, reviews the work for the year, which has been 
the same as that for former years, somewhat amplified and 
slightly modified by experience. Comdr. C. H. Stockton is 
editing the lectures delivered before the college by the late 
Prof. Freeman Snow, of Harvard Universiay. Many valu- 
able deductions resulting from the discussion and study of 
the college staff and officers in attendance were revised, 
classified and filed in the archives of the college. In addi- 
tion to twenty-five officers of the Navy, the following at- 
tended the course by permission of the Department: Lieut. 
Eb. P. Bertholf, U. 8. Revenue Cutter Service; Lieut. H. L. 
Willoughby, Rhode Island Naval Reserve; Lieut. T. Fritsche, 
Royal Danish Navy. The course was opened by an eloquent 
address by the Hon. William McAdoo, Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy. At other times during the summer, also, the 
officers had the benefit of listening to addresses by well- 
known civilians upon subjects closely concerning naval ofti- 
cers in their relations as national representatives. The ad- 
vantage of having three or four such addresses at the War 
College every summer is very great, both to the officers 
who hear them, in broadening and oT their minds, 
and to the service in general, by extending the influence of 
the War College, and indirectly familiarizing the public 
with its aims and methods, and so strengthening the claims 
of the Navy upon the intelligent support of the nation. 

In addition to the lectures by naval authorities, of which 
a list is given, Capt. John Bigelow, Jr., U. S. A., by permis- 
sion of the War Department, gave six lectures on strategy, 
illustrated mainly rom American campaigns, which were 
both instructive and interesting to his naval audience. A 
new feature introduced into this session of 1895 was the 
study of naval tactical situations, as distinguished from 
strategic problems, based upon the methods employed in his 
“Tactical problems,’’ by Von Moltke, to train the German 
officers to make quick decisions in sudden emergencies in 
face of the enemy. The ather exercises of the course called 
chiefly upon the more deliberative qualities of the mind, in- 
ducing a certain slowness in decision which it was the ob- 
ject of these tactical situations to counteract. The result 
amply fulfilled the expectation. The practice of war games 
excited even greater interest than last year. By the cordial 
co-operation of Comdr. Converse and his assistants the offi- 
cers in attendance received a course of instruction in tor- 
pedoes somewhat fuller than last year, which gave great 
satisfaction. 

The session has been more successful than that of last 
year. The permanent staff should be increased to six offi- 
cers who should remain not less than three years. The ses- 
sion of 1896 should include four months, from June 1 to 
Oct. 1, and sufficient appropriation should be made for the 
support of the college. 


HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICE. 


Comdr. C. D. Sigsbee, U. S..N., hydrographer, reports that 
the panes efforts of the office have been in the direction 
of simplifying and standardizing the methods of work in 
every direction, but the expansion of the work, especially 
of the productive work, has been mainly on the Great Lakes 
and the Pacific Ocean. The usefulness of branch offices is 
now recognized generally throughout the lake region, and 
it is believed that an extension of that service on the lakes 
will be highly beneficial to lake commerce. Sault Ste. Marie 
offers the best location for a station. It is remarkable that 
the immense commercial interests of the Great Lakes had 
not sooner received benefits similar to those conferred by 
the Government on the commerce of the seas.

liberality of the citizens. 





SOCIETY OF NAVAL ARCHITECTS. 


The third annual meeting of the Society of Naval Archi- 
tects and Engineers was held at 22 West Thirty-first street, 
New York, on Thursday and Friday, Nov. 7 and 8. The of- 
ficers of last year were re-elected. Lord Brassey was elect- 
ed an associate member. 

Capt. Henry C. Taylor's paper was on “American Mari- 
time Development."’ It was an able presentation of the im- 
portance of securing to our commerce the control of the 
Pacific trade and the necessity of completing the Nicaragua 
Canal with this end in view. At the close of the paper 
Adml. Meade suggested that the society should petition Con- 
gress in favor of the Nicaragua Canal, and after some dis- 
cussion Adml. Meade, Gen. Hyde, Capt. Miller and Mr. 
Lewis Nixon were appointed a committee to consider the 
formulation of a memorial to Congress and to report before 
adjournment. 

In his paper on the performance of the twin-screw steam- 
er City of Lowell, Prof. J. B. Denton gives the results of 
careful tests of the performance of this, which is the latest 
representative of the twin-screw system of peepeieie. with 
triple-expansion engines as appli to inland navigation. 

in his paper on “‘Rudder Nxperiments, U. 8. Monterey," 
Asst. Naval Constr.Elliot Snow, U. 8. N., describes his ex- 

eriments to determine the twisting movement on the rudder 

ead when using the helm with the vessel under way, for 
speeds varying from four to twelve knots, increasing by in- 
tervals of two knots, the rudder being set at each of these 
five speeds at angles varying by few degrees, intervals from 
amidships to hard and star rd and port. 

“Aluminum: Its Alloys and Their Use in Ship Construc- 
tion’’ was the subject of a paper read by James C. McGuire. 
A table was given showing some of the tests of the plates 
used in the hull of the ernest, one of which is the largest 
plate of aluminum ever Polled, 38% inches wide by 13 feet 
10 inches long, 5/16 of an inch thick, and weighing 200 
pounds. Its tensile strength was 40.780 pound, its elonga- 
tion 10 per cent. in 2 inches and the reduction of area at the 
point of fracture 14.75 per cent. Mr. McGuire expressed his 
regret that our Navy has not investigated the use of alu- 
minum in ship construction as extensively as have foreign 
navies, its possibilities in ship construction being very great. 

Naval Constr. D. W. Taylor, U. BS. N., read a r on 
“Methods and Forms for Certain Ship Calculations,”’ those 
for displacement, water-line areas, positions of center of 
buoyancy, locus of meta centers, etc. He expressed his 
preterence for the trapezoidal rule of calculation used in 
continental Europe and elsewhere over Simpson's rules, used 
in Great Britain. 

“The Number of Longitudinal Intervals in Ship Computa- 
tions as Affecting the Accuracy of Integration for Displace- 
ment’’ was the subject of a paper by W. F. Durand. 

Chief Constr. Philip Hichborn, U. 8. N., opened the ses- 
sion of Friday with a paper on “Recent Designs of Vesseis 
for the U. Navy. jeut. A. P. Niblac U. 8. a= 
discussed the tactical considerations involved in war- 
ship design."’ In addition to the use of the Fiske Revolu- 
tion Indicator, which leayes nothing to be desired in either 
accuracy or serviceability, the old-fashioned bell-pull should 
be installed at several stations and voice pipes discarded. 
The Fiske stadimeter for measuring tactical distances on 
squadron is little short of perfect, but it should be supple- 
mented by the old-time sextant method, the telemeter and 
trial shots by guns of the second battery. In addition to 
present methods of signaling, the semaphore should be de- 
veloped. Our signal yards for flag hoists are inadequate. 
Ships should be built to suit tactics‘and not the reverse. 

“The Center-Board: Its Influence on Design, its Value, and 
its Proper Use,’ was considered by W. P. Stephens. He 
concludes that “while the center-board has been at times an 
instrument of evil, through the easy way which it opens to 
bad design and construction, the device when properly han- 
died by the honest and skillful designer is of the highest 
possible utility.”” Prof. William 8S. Aldrick, in a paper on 
“Engineering Research in the Navy,” showed the growing 
necessity for such research and advocated the estabitahment 
by act of Congress of a nautical engineering laboratory.” 

The ventilation of ships was considered by F. B. Dowst, 
who called attention to the necessity of paying greater at- 
tention to hygrometric conditions and of flushing dam 
rooms with dry air. Naval Constr. Albert W. Stahl, U. 
N., described at length the experimental test of the armored 
side of the U. 8. 8. lowa, which has already been briefly de- 
scribed here. 

Thursday and Friday were devoted to reading and discuss- 
ing these papers, and the society closed an interesting meet- 
ing with a banquet at the Hotel Brunswick on Friday even- 
ing, Noy. 8. Of this we shall give some report another week.

Capt. C. L. Hooper, who commanded the Revenue cutter 
fleet in Bering Sea, is in Washington, conferring with Treas- 
ury officials in relation to his work in northern waters dur- 
ing the past season. Four seizures were made by the fleet.

THE RAM KATAHDIN. 


In all but speed the ram Katahdin comes fully up to her 
contract requirements. This is the conclusion reached by 
the Board of Inspection and Survey, which conducted the 
recent trial of this vessel in Long Island Sound, in its offi- 
cial report, which has just been received at the Navy De- 
partment. The Secretary has determined to leave the mat- 
ter of the rejection or acceptance of the ship to Chief Naval 
Constr. Hichborn and Engr.-in-Chief Melville, and has re- 
ferred the board’s report to them for recommendation. 
When their recommendation is received he will lay the mat- 
ter before the President, who can direct the acceptance of 
the craft. The report is quite an interesting document. Ii 
states that the time occupied by the ram in making the run 
west of 17 knots was 1 hour,5 minutes and33 seconds. The run 
back was made in 1 hour, 0 minutes and 44 seconds, the 
total time for the round trip being 2 hours, 6 minutes and 
17 seconds.

There were last 
year no fewer than seventy-eight cases of striking or 
attempting to strike superior officers, fifty-one of dis. 
obedience, thirty-two of behaving with contempt to 
wards superior officers, and sixteen of using threaten- 
ing language to the same. The marine offences charged 
included forty-four of desertion, fifty-two of violence to 
superiors and insubordination and eighteen of disobedi- 
ence.
